The entire assemblage wns In full 


uniform, and on the arm of each one 
present was a badge of mourning. All 
held lightrd tapers throughout the ser- 
vice and' the air was heavy with the 
perfume of flowers and incense from 
the censers. 
At tho moat solemn moment, when 


nil kiu-It and many were affected by 
tears, the widow was overcome and 
fninted. The emperor came to her as- 
sistance and she was carried out .by 
gentle hands. 
The emperor wns visibly moved and 


upon the conclusion of the mass, he 
followed the cnsket which was 4aken 
upon the shoulders of the ministers 
and borne down the 
broad 
marble 


Etn.iro.aM> to the street. There tho fu- 
nernl procession was formed and the 
body was placed in a great white.'open 
hoarse, drawn by six coal black horses, 
which were blanketed from their ears 
to their tails in sombre trappings of 
wop 
A black-garbed groom stood at 


each bridle and 
In advance went 16 


similarly clad lantern-bearers. Behind 
the hearse walked the members of the 
minister's family, and then came a 
long and distinguished body of mourn- 
ers, It being the Russian custom to 


follow the dead to the grave on foot. 


The emperor himself walked a short 


dlsUuice, but us the Novodevlchy mon- 
astery, where the burial took 
place, 


was over five miles ami also because 
of the condition of the empress, his 
majesty soun entered his carriage und 
returned to the Peteahof palnoe. 


At the end of the procession came 


four white chariots, filled 
with 
the 


floral offering?. The cortege proceeded 
slowly through the avenues and streets 
preceded 
by a squadron of mounted 


police, and passed within sight of the 
place where the tragedy occurred. The 
sidewalks along the route were crowd- 
ed, but the lines of police kept the 
streets clear near the curbs. AS the 
body passed every head was uncov- 
ered and thousands crossed themselves. 


The monastery stands on a plain be- 


yond the Narva gates, and at these 
gates, 
fully fifty thousand persons 


were gathered. 


After a burial service in the church, 


the body wns Interred in the adjoin- 
ing cemetery, where the remains of 
many of Russia's greatest men repose, 
and at a point within a stone's throw 
of the grave of M. SIplagulne. who 
was M. Ton Plehve's predecessor, and 
who also fell by 
the hand of an as- 


sassin less than two years ago. 


The murderer of M. Von Plehve has 


been removed from the hospital to the 
"Wyborfsky prison. 


The 
police know 
the 
alias under 


which he traveled, but say they are 
not yet satisfied regarding his identity, 
and decline to reveal thn alias on the 
ground that it might defeat the ends 
of justice. 


There Is no longer any doubt 
that 


the 
police for some time have 
had 


knowledge of the existence of a. plot 
by a band of international anarchists 
in Paris and Vienna. 
The 
leading 


conspirator, it is said, 
wan a man 


whom 
the Russian government tried 


to extradite 
from 
Paris last 
fall. 


Some of those conspirators 
arrived 


here a week 
ago and 
Ihe 
police 


thought that ail of them had boon tak- 
en into custody.
